It is a well defined fact that the first thing a builder considers 
when contemplating a structure that is designed to endure the rav- 
ages of time and the elements is to look well to the laying of a 
foundation that will support that structure down through the years.

lan 61st. Let us run the gauntlet of sires in succession. It’s a long 
way back from the day when J. Garrett Tolan mated his Interna- 
tional grand champion bull, Eileenmere 85th who had been produc- 
ed on his farm, to that balmy spring day in May, 1880, when one 
W. J. Tayler, Glenbarry, Huntley, Scotland, led out his favorite 
stud bull Sir Maurice to serve his equally 
prized cow Apricot. Little did he think, and 
this might well be said of most of the gen- 
tlemen whose names appear beneath the 
bulls in this tabulation, that there would be 
a continuous line of champions evolved from 
this experience. Nevertheless ’tis true. 


Eileenmere 85th was a son of Eileen- 
mere 32d, also produced at Tolans, the sire 
of many grand champions; he was by Ei- 
leenmere 15th, himself an _ International 
grand champion, another Tolan product; his 
sire was Eileenmere 4th, a wonderful sire 
for Tolan, that had been purchased from 
his breeder Otto V. Battles as I understand 
while yet quite young and upon the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Battles himself. This 
Battles bull had been sired by the Wm. Cash 
bred Oakville Quiet Lad who had annexed 
an International grand championship in 
1910. Behind and beyond the realm of the 
exposed portion of this tabulation and ap- 
pearing as the sire of Oakville Quiet Lad 
is the great Black Woodlawn, who sired two 
International grand champions, and had

by Awin Ht sanaes 1 Oday No One Questions Their Supremacy upon the Block 


The personnel of those who carry on 
Aberdeen-Angus traditions in America 
changes; but the advancement of the qual- 
ity of the cattle goes steadily forward with 
the passing years. Governor Simpson, T. 
W. Harvey, “Uncle Willie” Watson, Wallace 
Estill and W. H. McHenry have 
worthy successors. When Black 
Prince and Dot first crashed the 
gate of the Fat Stock Shows 
the full significance of their ap- 
pearance was not appreciated. 
They were looked up on as curi- 
ous specimens of the bovine 
creation; interesting enough to 
look at, but having no possible 
place in our agricultural econo- 
my; but with the victory of Ad- 
vance at the first International 
of 1900, it became fairly obvious 
to all students of corn-belt feed- 


ing operations that there was 4; yin WH. SANDERS 


now indeed a new Richmond in 

the field, which from that time 

forward would have to be reckoned with. To 
be sure old Knight of St. Patrick and other 
outstanding breeding animals had _ been 
gradually carrying conviction to the minds 
of many “rail-birds” at leading mid-west 
State Fairs, long prior to the establishment 
of the big Chicago Show; but, after all, it 
was the presentation of that continuous and 
imposing parade of black champions at the 
Union Stock Yards, that really fixed for all 
time the status of the Aberdeen-Angus in 
the United States. 


Today no one questions their supremacy 
upon the block. When a Shorthorn or a 
Hereford bullock manages now and then, to 
pull down an International or a Royal grand 
championship the occasion calls for extra- 
ordinary celebrations to commemorate those 
comparatively rare events; and while the 
bands are playing and the banners are flut- 
tering in the midst of such important jubi- 
lations, the Aberdeen-Angus adherents only 
smile and bide their time; knowing that the 
percentage is all in their favor, and that, in 
these annual Christmas cattle competitions 
the “doddies” cannot long be denied. 


Generally speaking I would say that of 
all beef breeds the Aberdeen-Angus is the 
most highly specialized. It seems most per- 
fectly adapted to the production of superla- 
tive block results under high-pressure fat- 
tening rations. I am a believer in the idea 
that each leading breed has its special place 
in the cattle-growing field. I am ready, for 
one, to concede that Herefords have, under 
conditions that have prevailed for many 
years past, proved themselves particularly 
well adapted to meet the situation that has 
long existed in the arid grazing regions of 
the West and Southwest. I can also sub- 
scribe, broadly speaking, to the contention 
that the typical dual-purpose Shorthorn is 
probably not very soon to be overthrown for 
general farm purposes, either in England or 
America. That much I think even the most 
devoted Aberdeen-Angus partisans may ad- 
mit without detracting in the least from the 
strength of their own proved case. They do 
not claim, as I understand it, that a black 
will beat a white-face fighting blizzards or 
traversing deserts to find water. They do 
not represent that all Aberdeen-Angus will 
supply the farm home and the local markets 
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abundantly with milk and cream and butter 
and cheese. True a number of famous old 
country herds—such as the Earl of Airlie’s 
—were acknowledged everywhere to be use- 
ful at the pail as well as wonderful in the 
beef coolers. The fact remains nevertheless 
that the one place where the Aber- 
deen-Angus stands alone is when 
pushed along from calf-hood to the 
finished “baby beef” stage, under 
conditions involving no hardships 
or privations; provided with pro- 
tection from storms and stress, and 
with access, whenever he feels like 
it, to a meal-tub. He does not per- 
tend that he can _ produce the 
world’s most toothsome and best- 
marbled meat, from sage-brush or 
even on grass alone. In short he 
only claims supremacy when placed 
in the right environment, and it can 
be fairly said that this required en- 
vironment can be supplied by al- 
most any thrifty farmer or feeder 
in the regions tributary to our great central 
markets. 


It will be understood from a reading of 
these statements that I still adhere to my 
life-long attitude as a supporter of all well- 
bred live stock, and the partisan of none. 
I do not expect everyone to endorse all I 
have said. Sometimes enthusiastic advocates 
of individual breeds allow themselves to 
make claims of superiority for their favor- 
ites that disinterested observers can scarce- 
ly allow. Or to put it another way the cham- 
pions of a certain breed may refuse to ad- 
mit that some other type has special adap- 
tation to particular surroundings, which 
their own does not possess. Such positions 
however do not not alter the facts which 
unpredjudiced students find clearly demon- 
strated in bovine history. There is nothing 
to be gained by any of us closing our own 
eyes to the truth. The most effective of all 
propaganda in this business, as in any other, 
is to frankly confess that the other fellow 
probably has something good as well as 
yourself; something that may fill the bill, 
under certain circumstances, as well or may- 
be better than your own; but that you your- 
self have found that good Aberdeen-Angus 
come nearer meeting the requirements of 
your own program than any other breed. I 
therefore counsel the breeders of each estab- 
lished type to plant their own flag upon the 
particular territory each has pre-empted on 
its merits, and not seek domination over 
fields fairly reduced to possession by others. 
There is room in the varied phases of our 
vast continental husbandry for all the pure- 
bred live stock likely to be produced for 
generations yet to come. Meantime all you 
black cattle men have to do is to ask Barney 
Heide for the list of grand championship 
winners in the grade, purebred or crossbred 
bullock competitions at the International 
Live Stock Exposition. 


I wish that a certified cost-of-production 
sheet could be filed with both carload lots 
and individual entries at all our Fat Stock 
Shows. Perhaps this is not practical; but 
there can be no doubt that if comparisons as 
to relative profits or losses could be made 
after sale, as between different contestants, 
some valuable lessons could be learned. Cost 
accounting is something that should receive 


far more attention than is 
it in farming operations. Manufnw 
goods and merchandise as a rule — of 
exact systems in force in their milk very 
factories to determine just what a 7 and 
required to produce a given product, Th 
occasion to go into a study of these ac te 
ing systems in various leading establin .

I wonder! 


A Market Bulletin from a state in which 
we Aberdeen-Angus breeders are trying to 
promote the better beef program through 
the use of pure bred registered bulls. which 
of course from our viewpoint should be Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, lies upon my desk. In its 
“For Sale” listings appears an advertise- 
ment which reads like this: “3 good grade 
Angus bull calves, 8 to 10 months old, $50.00 
each.” I wonder what philosophy can be 
applied to a business of this sort? Looks 
like this might be a job for the good county 
agent if there be one in that county. A 
visit to the owner of these calves showing 
him where he is doing himself an injustice 
by putting grade bulls at work in his com- 
munity together with a presentation of the 
fact that these calves would undoubtedly 
prove their greatest worth in the feed lot 
should serve to put the breeder on the right 
road. If this man has a chance to develop 
a bull trade, help him to get started with 
some pure bred registered cattle so he will 
have something of intrinsic value to offer 
his clientele. It would cost no more to keep 
the cows and the calves should sell for 
twice the asking price and prove their i- 
creased value to the men who might pur- 
chase them for commercial production. The 
steps leading to progress are just too short 
when a grade bull is used for reproduc: 
tion. The Journal would like to see this 
breeder producing pure bred bulls for his 
trade and we shall be delighted to help 
work out a program looking toward that 
end. If the beef cattle extension depart: 
ment in that state can work out a plan to 
help eliminate this sort of bull Leger - 
that department will render a service of the 
highest order.

A closer culling an- 
other year will undoubted- 
ly bring still better re- 
turns to those who con- 
sign cattle to this popular _ 
sale. There is an ever growing demand in 
Nebraska for better Aberdeen-Angus bulls. 
Especially is this true among the men who 
are operating high class commercial herds 
where good bulls show enhanced annual div- 
idends when their calves come to market. 
It was plainly evident also that a great 
many producers who are operating grade 
herds of other descriptions are looking to- 
ward the use of good Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
as a means of attaining better prices for 
their annual calf crops. 

This condition is not hard to understand 
when one gets on the ground and learns 
what is really transpiring. I sat upon the 
seats and visited with a breeder who has long 
had high grade Aberdeen-Angus cows that 
have been mated with registered bulls for 
many years—his calves brought twelve cents 
per pound last fall. A neighbor sat on 
these same seats who does not use an Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bull—his calves sold at nine 
cents. That’s a differece of only $12.00 per 
head in this instance. One uses $300.00 
bulls and the other frets about paying a 
hundred. When the quality of the bull rep- 
resents the difference in price it does not 
take the good bull long to become the cheap- 
est bull to use. Buying a 
cheap piece of machinery to 
be used but a season or two 
in order to tide over a bad 
spot is an entirely different 
thing than buying a cheap 
bull. The machine will serve 
its purpose in a way at least 
and pass out of the picture, 
but a cheap bull will stamp 
his imprint upon a herd of 
cows and this imprint of im- 
perfection will carry on for 
generations. A few less cows 
and a battery of better bulls 
will soon put any commercial 
herd on its feet. And this 
goes for the pure bred breed- 
er as well. 

The judginz contests con- 
ducte’ in the forenoon at- 
tracted a great crowd of 
young people. These young- 
sters were divided into two 
groups: 4-H Club members 
and Vocational Agriculture 
memters. Trophies were pre- 
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Judge J. V. Arney 


of the Aberdeen-Angus breed. 

The showing of the sale cattle drew 
a large crowd of interested spectators 
composed chiefly of comme ‘ial cat- 
tle producers whose ranks were sup- 
ported by a good att idance of regis- 
tered Aberdeen-Angus cattle breeders 
of the state. The University of Ne- 
braska is to be congratulated upon its 
policy of reserving each year a few 
choice young bulls which are fitted 
and brought to this annual sale. These 
University herds belong to the people 
who have a right to take advantage of 
the good work that is being done in 
these herds. Other states might well 
follow this example for after all it’s 
the development of good breeding cattle 
that does the citizens of any state the most 
good. It was the twelve months old bull 
calf, College Clovermere 522934, bred and 
owned by the University that found favor 
with Judge J. V. Arney, of Des Moines, a 
life long breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
of high quality and now owning one 01 the 
most popularly bred herds in the country. 
This little fellow not only won his class but 
he also made grand champion in the bull 
division of the show. Judge Arney’s selec- 
tion was backed in the sale ring when this 
bull calf outsold by $125.00 any other animal 
in the sale. He had many admirers, how- 
ever it remained for Mrs. Mary K. Keenan 
& Sons, of Bridgeport, to make the last bid 
of $350.00. So College Clovermere will be 
at home at Greenwood ranch now. He was 
an intensely Rosemere bred youngster, be- 
ing out of a line bred Prizemere 9th dam 
and he was sired by Epponian of Rosemere 
6th a splendid son of the famous breeding 
bull Prizemere 32d. The Keenans were 
fortunate in this selection. 

There are many other high spots that 
might well be mentioned but we must con- 
fine comments to generalities in a combina- 
tion sale like this. Suf- 
fice it to say that a 
general average of 
$127.92 on sixty - five 
head of cattle in the 
short grass country is 
a highly satisfactory 
transaction.

The 
short end of the bulls and the females 
brought the average down in the finals. 
While this was primarily a bull sale and 
there were but few female buyers present, 
the champion female, Rose’s Revolution W. 
521134, sired by Eric Revolution B. 459698, 
and owned by William Williams & Sons, 
Clarks, Nebraska, brought $145.00, the top 
for females. 

All in all it was a great sale. A sale 
that indicates clearly the growing popularity 
of Aberdeen-Angus catte in Nebraska and 
adjoining states.

Maryland Breeders Emphasizing Quality for May 2d Event 


In keeping with the splendid slogan which 
heads this page in each issue, Maryland Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders are determined to 
again stage an event that will make history 
for the breed both in and out of state. 


Having been over the state before, know- 
ing the breeders, the kind of cattle they are 
breeding and realizing the nature of the 
1937 sale I wanted a preview of the cattle 
being consigned to the Frederick sale on 
May 2d. For example, I recalled the kind 
of cattle that were sold a year ago, the con- 
dition that the breeders had demanded of 
the sale offering. I knew too, that the sale 
was a success from all angles, it was real 
promotion. Because of these facts, I nat- 
urally was expecting to find an even better 
lot of cattle, find them in better condition, 
with more desirable pedigrees, in fact I 
went out looking for just what the slogan 
implies you may find. After seeing the cat- 
tle I can state with no fear of criticism that 
the offering at Frederick is even better than 
anyone would expect to find no matter how 
well or favorably it may have been adver- 
tised. You are invited to attend the sale 
and if you don’t agree, I shall be there 
awaiting any statement you may wish to 
make. However, I would rather leave it to 
you, whether or not they are right. I found 
in going to the different herds something 
near the following. 

Monocacy Farms being at Frederick was 
my first stop. It would be yours too if you 
were coming from the west. After a few 
minutes at the office in Frederick talking 
to Dan Wight and Sam O’Sullivan, manager 
of the farms, Sam and I went on out to the 
farms to see the cattle, and especially to 
see the sale cattle. First of all, we went 
into a bull pen, where three young bulls 
were quartered. Without giving me any 
idea as to which if any bull, Monocacy was 
consigning, Sam asked me which was the 
best bull. That is a very unfair question, 
anyway, to say nothing of how it puts one 
on the spot, and I refused to answer, direct- 
ly.

He is by Barth 
of Glencarnock and his dam, Andelot Blue 
Ribbon 3d, is a daughter of Glencarnock 
Buxton, a bull that W. A. McGregor of 
Andelot doesn’t offer for sale. With his 
individuality, and his bloodlines Blueman 
Monoc will prove a real attraction, and 
should develop into a great sire. Along 
with the little bull go five females, bred and 
open heifers. Among them may be found 
a pair of daughters by Barth of Glencar- 
nock, another pair by Evaxus 30th of Page 
and he by Imported Evaxus of Ballindalloch.

A funny thing you may 
have noticed if you ever run across any 
Seotchmen, they seldom if ever have any- 
thing to show you, their cattle are always 
thin, and they’re not doing so well, in fact 
these boys, like Bill Reide at Andelot have 
a lot of unnecessary excuses about their cat- 
tle.

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Homeward Bound 


Sunshine and Southern Hopitality—a Mixture Most Gratifying 


Florida is a lovely place, springtime in 
February is a bit out of the ordinary for 
we who reside better than 40 degrees north. 
We had traded snow clad fields for sun- 
shine, green grass, flowers, oranges, grape- 
fruit, fresh garden plucked celery, and fresh 
strawberries. To say the least the trade 
was fully appreciated. Not until we had 
come within thirty miles of home did we 
discover snow again. It had been a delight- 
ful three weeks. John Arney had visited that 
section on several previous occasions, hence 
the beauty spots within easy reach from 
the highways were “taken in” with but lit- 
tle loss of time. It’s great to have a guide 
who speaks your own language—especially 
so when it carries a bovine accent. Refer- 
ence to the many beautiful gardens, winter 
places, and play grounds where we found 
a great many of the home folks enjoying 
the balmy south will necessarily have to be 
omitted from this story as space for pure 
cattle lore is none too extensive at this sea- 
son of year when all eyes are turned to the 
business of the hour—the careful, thought- 
ful promotion of the greatest beef breed of 
cattle on earth—please be referred to the 
Bonny Blacks. 

No sooner had the great show at Tampa 
been closed in so far as the Aberdeen-Angus 
and allied cattle exhibits were concerned 
than we turned our attention to the map- 
ping of the return trip, which by the way 
had been pretty well planned before starting 
for the Florida show. The show had been 
delayed a day or better in order to accom- 
modate late arrivals hence the return trip 
necessarily must be revised slightly. There- 
fore places that had been on the schedule 
were unavoidably omitted. We shall try to 
“take them in” next time. 

The first stop was made at Orlando, one 
of the beauty spots of the south, near where 
Mr. Arney has land holdings that were in- 
spected. Next stop was at Ocala. Mr. and 
Mrs. Simonton had not yet returned from 
the Tampa show so this old time breeding 
herd which had been so well represented 
in the Tampa show was not visited. From 
there the trail lead to Gainesville, where 
the University herd was to be inspected, 
however, Prof. C. H. Willoughby had not 
yet returned from the fair, so the visit was 
brief as the cattle were at pasture and no 
one there to show us around. The Univer- 
sity, however, had made a very creditable 
showing at the Fair where their work of 
improving the beef cattle situation is _be- 
ing closely and advantageously watched by 
those interested in this phase of agricul- 
ture. 

St. Augustine, the oldest city in the Unit- 
ed States, quaint and historic, as well as 
the modern metropolis of Jacksonville, were 
on the way up to Savannah, Georgia. It’s 
only a few minutes run down to Isle of 
Hope, providing one does not allow himself 
te be lured from the right road in order 
to pay a visit to the magnificent golf 
course which lies between the two points. 
It was early afternoon when we drove 
down to the dock on the mainland, there to 
find Mr. Robert Roebling “fixing” a gas 
engine. It was a bit of a surprise party for 
us all. We had arrived unannounced to find 
Mr. Roebling on the mainland for the first 
time since the International. No time was 
lost getting the motor boat under way, 
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again we licked the salt water from our 
lips, a sensation not too frequently experi- 
enced by we middlewest land lubbers. Down 
the salty Skidaway and out to Mr. Roeb- 
ling’s Modena farms. Suddenly between us 
and the late afternoon sun there arose the 
shore line, a dock, a three masted schooner, 
buildings. The good ship Black Modena is 
the floating home of Mr. and Mrs. Roeb- 
ling and their children. A loading platform, 
barges, sail boats, and motor boats, and a 
loading chute for live stock. The first 
thing that came in sight was a bull pen 
and its occupant was none other than the 
great show bull Blackcapmere 113th, look- 
ing as keen and pert as the day he enter- 
ed the International arena last year. The 
climate and the environment seem to be 
most acceptable to the “laddie” that is ex- 
pected to render a great service in the Mo- 
dena Plantation herd. A hurried trip to 
the pastures and the feedlot revealed some 
excellent cattle of good type and breeding 
that are to serve as the foundation for 
this breeding plant “at sea”. There were 
a couple of bull calves feeding near the 
landing—one was the son of Blackcap To- 
lan 35th, the other was Ericmere F. 531382, 
an April ’37 son of Ericmere 58th who was 
by Eileenmere 61st by Eileenmere 32d. The 
dam of this calf was an Evergreen daugh- 
ter of Blackecap Revolution Again, a first 
prize winning full brother to the Interna- 
tional grand champion, Blackcap Revolu- 
tion.

Rich, productive soil, 
growing splendid crops of corn, wheat, bar- 
ley, etc., under the direction of Superintend- 
ent George Gibson, who loves the Doddies, 
too. 

“Dinner at sea” is an experience never 
to be forgotten, especially under the hos- 
pitality of such wonderful hosts as Mr. and 
Mrs. Roebling, who are equally interested 
in the splendid Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
the ultimate development of a great breed- 
ing plant on their Island home. 

It’s a long way up through Georgia, 
South Carolina and on up to Ashville, North 
Carolina, and then west to Dandridge, Ten- 
nessee. Nevertheless, the distance over 
mountains, hills, level lands of beauty and 
productivity was soon negotiated. Yas sar, 
doc Huggins was home, slightly indisposed 
but able to converse in his usual fluent and 
abundant vein. Next morning Dorman slip- 
ped over and brushed up the show cattle 
a bit while the doctor sped around the hills 
and up the valleys with us to show off a 
few of the herds in his section of the coun- 
try. Time prevented a very complete sur- 
vey, nevertheless we did see some good cat- 
tle, among them a good group at the Farm- 
er Brothers place a short distance up the 
valley from the Huggins homestead. The 
Huggins family, exceedingly interested in 
the cattle business, every one of them, dad, 
mother, daughter and son, Dorman, formed 
a combination rather difficult to break 
away from.

The young calves 
were strong, sturdy little fellows with won- 
derful bone and muscle development for their 
age. These cattle are receiving excellent at- 
tention at the hands of “Chas.” and “Me” 
who are to be congratulated upon the fine 
condition in which the cattle are kept. This 
is a herd that deserves wide publicity for 
these cattle abound in scale and substance 
_ with it all carry a great amount 0 
quality. 

We found Mr. C. L. Hardwick at his farm 
home near Cleveland, Tennessee.

Hardwick was busy at the office but he just 
took out time enough to spend an hour or 
more with us, a fact that was appreciated 
xeeedingly. This Hardwick herd has a 
poise future and will certainly make itself 
felt in the best of society in the next few 
It is not alone surprising the deep 
“eated interest these business men of the 
South are displaying in the breeding of reg- 
istered Aberdeen-Angus cattle but truly 
marvelous the way they are laying plans 
and carrying them out for the greatest de- 
velopment of their herds and their lands. 

Next morning just after breakfast we 
turned off the main road at the panelled 
gateway entrance to Ames Plantation at 
Grand Junction, Tennessee. The winding 
road after entering the place reached out 
some five or six miles into the very heart 
of the place before we came up to the “place 
where Jock lives.” At this place naturally 
one would expect to find the cattle barns. 
Long as we have admired the great herd at 
Ames Plantation this was the first visit to 
that seat of activities. Round the corner 
and over to Mr. Ames house was a short 
jaunt. Mr. Ames happened to be “at home” 
this wonderfully fine day, but unfortunately 
had been “laid up” with a touch of rheuma- 
tism that rendered traveling afoot. rather 
painful so the trip about the plantation was 
made under the guidance of one Rube Scott, 
ancient cattleman although yet a young 
chap, who is the general superintendent and 
manager of the Plantation. 

Well do we remember the day that we 
issued a special invitation to Mr. C. E. 
Buckle then holding the position that is now 
occupied by Mr. Scott, to come to Iowa and 
purchase the great breeding bull Earl Mar- 
shall J. Mr. Buckles did not like the bull, 
but the calves that were following this bull 
could not well be passed up. The debate 
was rather one sided but finally that veter- 
an cattle man acquiesced, made the last bid 
and took Earl Marshall J. to Tennessee. 
Ames Plantation Pal, twice reserve grand 
champion at the International was one of 
his first calves and well worth the whole ex- 
perience according to Mr. Buckle. It is his 
descendants at Ames Plantation that have 
been raising havoc with other herds at the 
leading shows of the nation for the last few 
years. Mr. Scott and Jockie Bruce spent 
more than half a day showing the cattle at 
Ames Plantation. There were calves every- 
where, and good ones, prospects for the 
show yard, a couple in particular that will 
make shivers run up the spines of the old 
time showmen next fall or we miss a guess. 
What cows and heifers were found seeking 
shade in the small pastures near the barns? 
No wonder the calves in the pens are good. 
They just can’t be otherwise if there is any- 
thing in this business of like begets like, or 
blood will tell. The answer to this slogan 
can readily be found at Ames Plantation. 
One might well spend days at Ames Plan- 
tation, only to learn each day some new at- 
traction for living there. We dare not close 
without Saying that the great young Inter- 
national junior champion bull, Ames Planta- 
tion Pride’s Eric, a grandson of this bull 
Pal” was looking better than ever before. 
Out on the ground where he has an oppor- 
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tunity to show himself he is a wonder and 
he’s going to be a red hot contestant at the 
1938 shows—mark this prediction. 

From Ames Plantation it’s but a short dis- 
tance to Memphis and the Mississippi river. 
Westward up to Little Rock, Arkansas, for 
the night. This section of Arkansas con- 
sisting chiefly of rich level lowlands is per- 
haps one of the most productive sections of 
the Mississippi valley country. From there 
to Fort Smith along the Arkansas river we 
encountered a mixture of rich farm lands 
and hills more conducive to cattle produc- 
tion than the flat lands east of Little Rock. 
Here and there were small herds of cattle 
that looked like they had been well kept the 
past winter. From Fort Smith to Musko- 
gee, Oklahoma, is not far but that’s a cattle 
country. Here can be found good herds of 
well bred cattle. Aberdeen-Angus are fast 
blackening that section due largely to the 
activities of L. R. Kershaw whose fine big 
ranch is located just south of Muskogee. We 
will tell you about the rest of the trip next 
issue. 


Jowa Stale Sale 


The Iowa State Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers Association sale and show held at Des 
Moines, March 15th brought out a very good 
crowd. The cattle were lead out in classes 
during the forenoon and Herdsman George 
Edwards from Ames did the placing in a 
highly satisfactory manner. George has 
officiated in this capacity before and 
judging from the way his work is accepted 
he will no doubt be called upon again. The 
auction crowd was called to order imme- 
diately following lunch. Col. W. H. Cooper 
did a highly satisfactory job of the selling. 
The sale was opened on the I. E. Kemp 
champion bull Revolution’s Belmore 2d 
528051, a February yearling son of Glencar- 
nock Revolution 6th from a daughter of 
Black Belmore. He was quickly taken at 
$300.00 for the National Life Insurance 
Company, Montpelier, Vermont. This same 
price was realized when a half brother, 
from the same herd, by the same sire and 
out of another daughter of old Black Bel- 
more sold to Walter Wilkinson, of Marshall- 
town, Iowa. 

The top female was the champion heifer, 
Eva of Hi-Lo Farm 521995, and she sold to 
Otto Frank, Manilla, Iowa, to serve as a 
foundation cow, at $125.00. She was from 
the J. A. Seater herd at Northwood. Her 
sire Quaker Jack is a son of Blackcapmere 
461340 whose sire is Eileenmere 15th and 
whose dam is a daughter of Earl Marshall 
and the famous Blackcap McHenry 151st. 
Her dam is Eborella 4th, an Eborea Elba 
daughter of Edellor of Page 8th. 

The top five head went at an average of 
$241.00; the top ten at $199.50; the top 
fifteen at $177.00 and the top twenty at 
$1¢€2.00. There were sixteen head of young 
things and less desirable individuals that 
sold below the hundred dollar mark, reduc- 
ing the general average to $120.80. The bulls 
however were able still to make an average 
of $130.90 even though eleven head sold at 
a range of $70.00 to $95.0 per head. Here 
is another story that could be entitled, 
“Quality Pays” or something like that. No 
place is the differential between the less 
desirable individuals and those that meet 
the requirements of progressive breeders 
more forcibly demonstrated than in a public 
auction where we have an opportunity to 
measure the valuations by the buyers yard- 
stick. It pays well to grow good cattle and it 
pays well to grow them right. Usually the 
less desirable individuals could have made 
a respectable showing on the ledger sheet 
had they been given an opportunity to go to 


town via the fattening lot. One can afford 
to grow better cattle for this very purpose 
—the spread at the market will soon pay the 
difference in cost of foundation breeding 
material.

Recently we received a report from Mr. 
E. L. Barrier, Eureka, Kansas, who has been 
in the Aberdeen-Angus business for many 
years. He has followed the practice of close- 
ly culling his bull calf crop each year, mak- 
ing steers out of the less desirable individ- 
uals and retaining for his bull trade only 
the TOP calves. Bulls sold from his herd 
have made a fine reputation as herd sires. 
He has made an equally good record selling 
steers on the market. We quote from his 
recent letter—“I had a load of Aberdeen- 
Angus yearling steers on the Kansas City 
market recently. They were the culls from 
last year’s bull crop. They topped the Kan- 
sas City market by 65c per hundred. They 
also were the top cattle sold on that market 
since the middle of December.” He made 
more money on these cattle as steers than 
if he had retained them as bulls. This sys- 
tem of handling the herd is what we term 
constructive breeding. 


George Wilson, of Springfield, Illinois, is 
building a splendid herd of cattle on a qual- 
ity basis. He culls his bulls closely every 
year, keeping only a few of the outstanding 
bull calves and making steers of the bal- 
ance. While in the office recently he stated 
that the steers from his 1936 crop of calves 
were sold on the Chicago market in Octo- 
ber 1937 at $202.00 per head. He is well 
pleased with this system of management. 
In 1937 he had a 100 per cent calf crop.

New Directory: The new Directory of 
the Active Members of the Association has 
been received from the printers. The names 
are arranged alphabetically by counties for 
each state.

Any one interested in Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle may secure a copy by 
writing the Association office. 


Registering cattle over two years old: Ap- 
plications for registry of cattle over two 
years old will be accepted from members 
until April 1, 1938, at a fee of $5.00 per 
head. After April 1, 1938, application for 
registry of cattle over two years old may 
be accepted for record if the application is 
correct and recommended for approval by 
the Secretary to the Executive Committee. 
The fee after April ist will be $10.00 to 
members and $20.00 to non-members. Breed- 
ers who have two year old cattle to record 
should mail their applications prior to April 
1, 1938, and avoid the extra cost of record- 
ing. 

During the next few months a number of 
public sales of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle will be held throughout the United 
States. Thousands of men will attend these 
sales. Many of those attending are now 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Others 


are becoming interested in pure bred cattle 
because of having observed the herds of 
‘neighbors, or by having received breed lit- 
erature, or because they have attended some 
show or auction sale where well bred cattle 
were on exhibition or sold. Public sales 
therefore afford an excellent place to sell 
the breed to many of the spectators if the 
sales are put on in an attractive manner. 
Cattle that are in thin condition or that are 
poor type individuals should not be put in 
a public auction. They are a poor means of 
advertising the herd and the breed. All the 
cattle that are put through the auction 
should be halter broke. Untrained cattle 
cause confusion and hurt the sale. On the 
other hand, a lot of new friends can be 
gained for the breed and the herds from 
which the cattle are sold when only well 
prepared and well trained, good type indi- 
viduals are sold. Many live stock minded 
observers do more real thinking about the 
pure bred business at an auction than per- 
haps at any other one time. The sale is a 
concrete demonstration of the breed’s per- 
formance of profit. Let us impress the po- 
tential buyers. 

A total of nineteen new breeders became 
members of the Association during the 
month of January. Sixteen more were add- 
ed the first three weeks of February.
